Social  Conditions 


Ampthill  is  a market  town,  head  of  a petty  session-* 
al  division,  and  is  centrally  situated  in  the  county, 

45  miles  from  London,  and  8 miles  South  of  Bedford.  The 
town  stands  on  high  ground,  shielded  on  the  North  and 
East  by  hills  and  open  to  the  South.  Its  position  on  a 
dry  sandy  soil  renders  it  very  healthy,  while  the  scenery 
of  the  neighbourhood  is  picturesque.  The  town  is  lighted 
with  gas  from  Luton  and  electric  light  from  the  Bedford 
Corporation.  Many  of  the  inhabitants  go  to  Luton  daily 
and  work  in  the  hat  trade.  There  is  no  evidence  that 
unemployment  has  exercised  any  adverse  influence  on  the 
health  or  physique  of  children  or  adults.

The  town  is  supplied  by  a public  main  and  all 
parts  of  the  town  have  a pipe  from  which  a good  and 
wholesome  supply  of  water  can  be  obtained  at  a good 
pressure. 

The  water  is  derived  from  the  Greensand  and  is 
of  excellent  quality.  The  pumping  station  is  at 
Clophill , which  is  about  4 miles  East  of  the  town. 

One  chemical  Analysis  was  made  during  the  year 
and  four  Bacteriological  Analyses,  on6  every  three 
months.
